been done, 


With thig engine, we will save a lot on gas and 
oil, Nevertheless, had it not been absolutely needed, it 
would not have been bought. It was out of question to leave 
the Mission without light and power for a month or so, 

I would appreciate a prompt answer as to the ma- 
terial not bought yet. The sesson is so short that work 
has to be started early in summer to be over with cold 
weather, 


I presume you had the opportunity of meeting 
his Excellency Mgr U, Langlois, O.M,I. on his way for his 
consecration, His intention was to call on you and dis- 
cuss some of our problems, He may not hvae gone in details 
as he is just coming in office, He left to me to submit 
to the “epartment the work to be done this summer, 


I feel it would be of some advantage to both 
parties if I could go to Ottawa and treat the many problems 
of our eqppole, As I am alone in the office, it is not 


easy for me to be away for two weeks, And besides, I have 
to spare every cent, The future does not look so bright, 

A terrible drought prevails in the District, 'nless rain 
comes within a short future, the cron will be a complete 
failure. I em taking steps to ascertain us feed for milk 
cows next winter, As to other cattle, we may have to slau- 
ghter them at fall, We will see then, 


Please excuse me if I happen to be rather slow 
to answer letters, Days shoulAbe 48 hours long,

I have your letter of the 6th instant in 
connection with the repairs and improvements 
required at the five schools in the Diocese of Grouard. 


In order that we may have a complete record 
on our files I am todey writing you a separate letter 
regarding each school. 


However, in order that you may have the 
situation clearly before you some general observations 
are necessary. 


As pointed out in previous letters new 
purchasing regulations came into effect from the first 
of January of this year. They require that all material 
etc. be purchased through the office of our Departmental 
Purchasing Agent. You will, therefore, see the necessity 
in future of not purchasing anything for which the 
Department is expected to pay without first supplying 
us with full yerticulars in order to enable us to comply 
with the purchasing regulations. This rule may appear 
a little strict to you but I feel you will realize that 
those of us who are administering the appropristion 
provided by Parliament for Indian schools have to comply 
with any reguletions that are made and to do this we 
require the co-operation of Indian Agents, Principals 
of Residential Schools and any other officials interested 
4n Indian education. I realize that the schools in the 
Grouard Diocese are situated in rather isolated places 
to which it is often difficult to ship supplies. It 
will, therefore, mean that in future you will have to

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anticipate your requirements and let us know two 

or three months ahead what you require in order to 
enable us to purchase the articles through our 
Purchasing Agent and have them delivered to the 
respective schools at those seasons of the year when 
transportation facilities are best. However, in view 
of the action that you have already taken it has been 
decided not to require you to strictly observe the 
regulations this year. 


Referring particularly to the Grouard Indian 
Residential School I note that you have already 
purchased the cement an account covering the cost of 
which may be forwarded. 


I presume that the few thousand feet of 
common lumber required at this school can be purchased 
locally. If so, you may make the purchase but when 
forwarding the account in triplicate covering its cost 
you should attach to the account an explanation setting 
forth that this lumber was secured at a very reasonable 
cost and was secured from local sources. 


I note that you have also ordered the 200 feet 
of sewer pipe that is required. The account covering 
the cost of this will be paid. 


Please keep in mind that the total expenditure 
for material and lebour for the repairs at Grouard 
Residential School must not exceed $1800.00.

I have for acknowledgment your No. 1351-1-5 of the 7th 
ultimo, re letter addressed to the Department by ev. J. Plourde, 
O.M.1., in which he refers to a letter received from Rev. P. S.- 
Lajoie, 0.M.I-, Aéministrator for the R. C. Sehools in the Grouard 
district, stating that on account of @rought during the past sum- 
mer, the school gerdens aid not produce sufficient vegetables for 
tneir needs, and that {it will therefore be necessary to ship in 
e certain amount of canned vegetables: 


Upon receipt of your letter, I wrote our Indian Agent, 
Mr. N.P. L'Heureux, a8 follows: 


« I am in receipt of a communication from the Supt. 
of Welfare and Training, stating that the Depart- 
ment have been Ainformed that owing to the drought 
conditions that prevailed in the Grouard district, 
where we have several residential schools, even the 
school gardens did not produce vegetables in suffic- 
{ent quantities, and that such vegetables as are 
considered essential for the health of the children 
will have to be imported, at great cost, due to 
transportation charges: 


* will you please discuss this matter with Rev. 
Father Lajoie, Administrator of the R. C. Schools 
in the Grouard district, and let me have your re- 
port and recommendation in the matter. 


* Also, let me have similer reports regarding the 
Anglican Schools at whitefish and Wabasca." 


I have since visited the Lesser Slave Lake Agency, 
being there from November 25th December 6th. On my arrival 
there, Agent L*Heureux {nformed me he had written to the Prin- 
cipals of all Schools, asking them for a report of wheat they 
had harvested this year. He had received replies from all but 
Rev. Catheart of St. andrew's C. E. School at whitefish Lake, 
who was away on & noliday. 


Agent L'Heureux had not discussed the matter with 
Rev. P. ». Lajoie. This we did together, when he informed us 
that they were short of canned vegetables at all schools, and 
asked that we recommend purchese of same by the vepartment as 
per lists attached hereto. 


The Agent and I then visited the Grouard, Sturgeon 
Lake and Joussard Schools, saw the stores of vegetables -- canned 
and bulk -- which they had on hand, and are agreed and satisfied 
that these are not sufficient to last until next year's crop is 
ready for use.

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we met Rev. Father Beuglet, Principal of Wabasca R.C. 
School and found that his school was the hardest hit by drought, 
his potato crop heaving been a failure. He claims that the few 
potatoes harvestewill not be fit for seed: They are spoiling. 
Twenty-fuve sacks have been thrown away already. 


We did not visit Fort Vermilion School, but Father 
Lajoie stated he had been there this Autumn and found they did 
not have sufficient of certain vegetables. 


We visited the Church of England School at Whitefish 
Lake. The Principal had not yet returned from his holidey. Mr. 
N. Reynolds, the Boys' Supervisor and Farming Instructor, who 
was in charge, informed us they nad sufficient vegetables for 
their requirements. 


We 4id not visit the Wabasea Church of England School, 
but communicated by local radio and telegraph with ‘ev. c. N. 
Middleton, the Principal, who stated he will require 50 pushels 
of potatoes and 40 bushels of carrots. 


The Grought did great damage in the Grouerd district 
-- more so to small seed (garden atuff).-- 4ate rains helped 
grain (oat) crops, but aid not benefit garden stuff, which had 
made a start and withered away before the rains came. 


I recommend that the request for potatoes and canned 
goods be approved, purchase to be made from wholesale houses. 


From personal observation and conversation with the 
Principals, + would say the other residential schools in the 
Province have sufficient vegetables for their requirements. 


Rev. P. S. Lajoie told me that it was his intention 
to go Sast after Christmas, and thet he would call on the De- 
partment when passing through Ottawa.

We visited the Church of England School at Whitefish 
Lake. The Principal had not yet returned from his holiday. Mr. 
N. Reynolds, the J0ys' Supervisor and Farming instructor, who 
was in charge, informed us they had sufficient vegetables for 
their requirements. 

jie did not visit the Wabasca Church of “ngland School, 
but communicated by local radio and telegraph with nev. C. N. 
Middleton, the Principal, who stated he will require 50 bushels 

and 40 bushels of carrots. 


The drought did great damage in ths Srouard district 
-- more so to small seed (garden stuff ).-- date rains helped 
grain (oat) crops, but did not benefit garden stuff, which had 
made a start and withered away before the rains came. 


I recommend that the request for potatoes and canned 
goods be approved, purchase to be made from wholesale houses. 


From personal observation and conversation with the 
Principals, + would say the other residential schools in the 
Province have sufficient vegetables for their requirements. 


Kev. P. 5. Lajoie told me that it was his intention 
to go ast after Christmas, and that he would call on the 6~- 
partment when passing through Ottawé.

I desire to refer to your letter of October 27 
and my reply of November 7 in connection with drought 
conditions prevailing in the Grouard district of 
Alberta during the past summer. 


A very complete report has been received from 
Mr. C. P. Schmidt, Inspector of Indian Agencies, and 
it appears that at some of the schools at least the 
school gardens did not produce sufficient veretables 
to meet their requirements. 


Qur appropriation for the current fiscal year 
aid not provide any funds that gould be used to 
reimburse the schools for the loss that they have 
suffered. It might also be argued that conditions in 
the Grouard district are not similar to the conditions 
that prevailed last year in the Province of Saskatchewan 
when assistance was given to schools that had suffered 
from drought. The Province of Saskatchewan suffered 
from drought conditions for several years during which 
time no help had been given the schools and as a result 
their condition deserved special consideration last year. 
I understand that the summer of 1938 was the first time 
in many years that the Grouard district had suffered 
from drought. 


Taking the above into consideration and the 
, further fact that the Church representatives recently 
Pi met the Honourable the Minister with e view to having 
al the deduction in the per capita rate restored, I feel

It is reported that the water situation at the 
four schools mentioned above is very serious and we 
have received an urgent request for an engineer to 
visit them at the earliest possible dete with a view 
to determining whet is the best action to take. 


I should, therefore, appreciate it if you 
could send an engineer to these schools and have 
him report whet should be done to secure 4n adequate 
supply of water at each of them. It is understood, 
of course, that he will include in his report not 
only an outline of the work but an estimate of the 
cost. 


The Grouaré school is located 15 miles from 
the village of Grouard, Alberta. ‘The Joussard and 
Sturgeon Lake schools can be reached from Grouard. 
I would recommend that an engineer first proceed to 
Grovuard and the Principal there will arrange for 
transportation to Joussard and Sturgeon Lake. If 
your engineer wires Rev. C. Fahler, 0.M.I., Principel, 
Grouard Indien Residential School, Grouard, Alberta, 
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regarding the time of his arrival at Grouard 
Railway Station the Principal will arrange to 
have someone meet him and take him to the school.

Apparently there ere no means at present 
of obtaining water et this School thet are worth 
considering. Our Sngineer rules out both Buffalo 
— Leke and present wells near barn, as both these 
gources of water are likely to be subject to pollution 
and contamination. 


The present wells eat the barn apparently 
furnish a setisfactory water suoply for the stock. 


we recommend the underteking of the work 
estimated by our Engineer to cost §1,700.00, which 
estimate is detailed on page © of his report. This 
covers the disging of @ well,instelling & pump and a 
3000 wellon tank, in e@ building to be constructed 
near the well, and the leying of the necessery pipe 
below frost line to carry water, by gravity, to 
pressure tanks elresdy installed in the buildings.

After having discussed the question with 
Hie Excellency Mer Ubald Langlois, O.M.I., Vicar Apostolic, 
I am authorized to tell you that the authorities of the 
Vicariate fully agree with the Department, I mean that it 
4s advisable to improve the water situation before making 
any other expenditure, So, let it be understood that the 
improvement of the water system in our schools will have 
the priority on any new expense, ( As pointed out in your 
letter, Wabasca makes an exception, material and furniture 
having been shipped by now.) Would there be a balance left, 
4t will be used for the most urgent needs, 


I understand that an Engineer is to make 
a survey of the water supply at our Wabasca School, We are 
pleased to hear this. So, our water problem will be settled 
in a definitive way. 


It is too early to discuss the details, 
the engineer's report not being available yet. Neverthe- 
less, let me add a word concerning Grouard, We have had 
the water coming in wells analysed at the Provincial Labora- 
tory in Edmonton, This water has been classified as very 
hard, so poor that we wonder if it would be advisable to 
go in heavy expenses to secure such water, We feel that it 
would be of good policy to inquire on the feasibility of 
boring a well deep enough to get soft water, Soft water 
has been encountered at 680 feet at fic&&nnan . This water 
is used with satisfaction in Hopsital and Hotel,

Install the centrifugal pump on top of the concrete cistern 
in thebasement of the new building and make connections as 
shown on plan. 


(4) Install pressure tank and make connections to same. 


Place pressure tank in the basement of the new bytieias near 


the boiler and seated on three saddles made of 6" x beams.

Germais has met with proves that he 
has attained a high degree of proficiency in this new 
selence. His address is 8609, St. Denis 5t., Nontreal, 
and his phone Mo. Dupont 2965. 
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“May I mention that amone the numerous 
credentials he would be giad to show you is a letter 
of recommendation to the Committee of lational 
Defence signed by the lion. Minister of Public Works, 
Mr. Cardin. 


"I would suggest that ir. Gervais be sent 
immediately to Joussard, Sturgeon lake and other 
schools in Alberta or Saskatchewan where the water 
supply is not sufficient, and where your engineers 
have recommended the drilling of deep wells. In my 
humble opinion it is worth while trying the ability 
of this men, specially when his ability is so highly 
recommended.

I have your memorandum of th: 24th ultimo with 
attached copy of a memorandum that you head received deted 
the 22nd ultimo from Dr. McGill with regerd to the 
water supply systems at the above schools. 


From recent reports received from Mre Welker, we 
are now in a position to give the following informe tions 


Grouerd Water System: 


The driller did not get water at the original 
depth estimated, and Mr. Welker advises that Father Lajoie 
hes had the well continued to a greater depth in the hope 
of securing a suitable flow of watere On November 17th the 
well was down 650 feet with hopes that the drilling would 
soon breek through shele formation into water besring strate, 
particulerly es water was found in e well drilled in the 
vicinity et approximately the above depth. Under the circum- 
stances, however, Mr. \/alker in e letter to Father Lajoie, 
dated November 20th, authorized the continuing of the well 
to 800 feet, which is as deep as the driller cen go with his 
machinerye 


If, however, water is not found then, Mr. Walker 
has suggested to Father Lajoie that they drop back to the 
330 foot level and arrenge to utilize the flow of about three 
gellons a minute of water thet was found at this latter depthe 
It is Mre Walker's opinion that, while this water when en- 
countered was muddy, thet it will clear in time. 


Mre Walker is in the same position as this office 
when he states that he is not awere under whet financial ar- 
rangement Feather Lajoie has been able to extend the well so 
much deeper than originally estimated, but assumes that he 
hes funds eveilable for the purpose separete end additional 
to the original $1,700.00 allotment.

Sturgeon Lake Water System: 


Mr. Walker edvises thet eccording to reports re- 
ceived from father Lajoie, all land work scheduled for the 
Sturgeon Lake installation, consisting of excavating trenches, 
laying pipe, back-filling, connecting pipe and installing 
pressure tank, has been donee Ithas been noted, however, 
that Mre Welker had suggested to the principal of this 
school that it was advisable to endeavour to excavate som 
450 lineal feet of trench into the lake. When Mr. Snelson 
visited this school, he was told that it wes considered 
feasible to undertake this letter work by hand. Any other 
method such es shipping & power excavator to Sturgeon Lake 
was considered too expensive for so small a job. However, 
in a later report, dated November 27th, Fether Le joie ad- 
vised Mr. Walker that so far they hed not been successful 
in extending the trench into deep water by hend me thodse 
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Mr. Walker has written the principal of this 
school, Father Fournier, asking him if he considered that 
this trench could be extended into the lake by working 
through the ice efter the ice was ebout 6" thick. Mr. 
Welker further advised that if such method was not feas- 
ible, then apparently funds would have to be provided for 
drilling 8 well estimated to cost $500.00. Mr. Welker ad- 
vises, however, that no reply has as yet been received 
from the principal of the school, Father Fournier, with 
regard to this matter. 


If it is found necessary to drill a well, the 
pump house and pipeline from the leke can remain as it is 
for use when the lake is not too low or frozen over, and 
would be evailable et certain times for fire protection and 
possibly could be converted later into a year-round standby 
supply if some feasible method can be found to de n the 
intake into the lake. Mr. Welker considers this an important 
point as from the standpoint of fire protection, it is to the 
advantage of the school to secure water from the lake if pos- 
sible. 


From the above it will be noted that at the end of 
November, Mr. Walker's information wes not complete enough 
to allow of a definite estimate of funds required or work 
to be donee However, in his report Mr. Walker submits the 
following statement as being the best he can supply under 
the circumstances for funds required and report on work 
done or’ proposed:

With reference to the above water supply systems 
I am forwarding a copy of a memorandum from the Chief Engineer 
outlining the status of the work in each case. 


Grouard Water System: 


In regard to the Grouard system for which the 
sum of $1,700 was allotted it will de noted that drilling is 
continuing to 800 feet and that if the driller has no success 
at this depth they will drop back to the 330 foot level where 
a flow of 3 gallons a minute of water was found. The estimated 
total expenditure is $3,321. 


Joussard Water System; 

It is noted that to date no work has been done 
although Mr. Walker has been in touch with Father Lajoie advis- 
ing him that drilling of the well should be put underway imme- 
diately. 


Fort Vermilion Water System; 


; . It is noted, in connection with this water supply, 
that distribution mains have been installed in 7=foot trenches, 
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Oe 


the well dug and crib and pressure tank installed and 
connected. Some additional work is required and the total 
estimated cost is placed at $2,000, the original allotment 
being $1,650. 


Sturgeon Lake Systems: 


It is noted that the work done in connection 
with this system consists of pipe being laid and connected 
in trenches and the installation of pressure tanks and that 
there remains to be done the completion of the trench which 
may or may not be possible.

Re-covering our gymnastic hall with linoleum, I have discussed 
your letter with Bishop Langlois. I readily understand it would be 
unfair for me to ask for more than we have when the Sturgeon Lake 
school is in a state of dismal necessity. 


I am not acyuainted with the status of Church owned school. 
Whatever be the case, I am sure the Government cannot help but recognize 
the enormous contribution the Church itself is giving it in this kind 
of work. May I also point out that the Youth Training Programme we 
are carrying out here is modt genuine "vocational traning". Out of five 
of my trainees this year who became eligible for military purposes, 
for made their application and three have been accepted. The three of 
them are leaving for England very shortly. Eighteen of our old pupils 
are in the army...most of them in England. 


Mr. J.H.Ross who has just visited our Youth Traing Centre has 
noticed that whilst our vocational work was being promoted in the most 
effecient way, our gymnastic hall could bare to be improved for better 
health and better results. I therefor maintain my request for some 
covermental assistance in bettering the conditions we are in for 


physical trai g. We have taxed our energies and our revenues to the 
utmost this‘year for the welfare of the children and this is why we 
feel somehow justified in asking for some outside help. I trust you 
will do everything possible to meet our demand.

We are communicating with Bishop 
Langlois, in the hope that it may be possible to 
secure funds from the appropriation set apart for 
the repair of church-owned schools, to enable us to 
purchase the linoleum you may require. There is 
always the possibility, of course, that it may be 
exceedingly difficult to secure linoleum at this 
particular time. I have been informed by a number 
of men, responsible for the organization of physical 
culture classes, that it is possible to treat the 
cement floor with certain chemicals and later paint 
it with a coat or two of gray paint, end that the 
results are reasonably satisfactory. I have been 
wondering if at any time you have thoucht of this 
treatment.

not more than $4,000. to give « sufficient supply for 225 
persons under Bishop Langlois of Episcopal Corporation of 
Grouard. 


As instructed, I have made contact with Mr. D.}. 
Hamelin of Donegal Mansions, Sunnyside Blvde, Calgary, and 
wish to report as follows. 


Mr. Hamelin advises me that he is a graduate in 
geology from the University of California and took a post- 
graduate year at Stanford. Mr. Hamelin has apparently 
had considerable experience in well-drilling with the Dept. 
of Transport and one of the last jobs completed with that 
Department was at White Court, Alberta, Mr. Hamelin con- 
fers with Dr. Allan and other geologists in Alberta and on 
account of such contacts, along with his education, appears 
to have a grounding in geological knowledge that would be 
most useful in well-drilling work. 


The survey as requested by the Indian Affairs 
Director has apparently not been made and no one can say 
definitely that the water is available at the particular 
location in question. Mr. Hamelin is, however, optimistic 
that a shallow well might tap a sufficient supply for, say 
7500 gallons at the above school. 


For a well one hundred (100) feet deep, his firm, 
he estimated, could drill it at approximately the following 
cost. 


200 hours of drilling time @ $8.00 $1,600.00 
50 feet of 8" Casing $3.00 150.00 
100 feet of 5" Casing @ 1.50 150.00 
Transfer charges, drilling equipment 100.00 
Travelling expenses of “r, Hamelin or

If a shallow well were found where a suction 
pump could be used, the pumping equipment might 
range from $175.00 to $300.00.

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If the well is a shallow one, the cost may be 
accordingly reduced, whereas 4f it be considered advis- 
able to go deeper than one hundred feet, it might cost 
more. 


In any case, I believe Mr. Hamelin to be @& 
suitable driller and would suggest that he be engeged to 
drill the Grouerd well. His rig is at present near that 
area.

I an in receipt of 4 telegram from His Excellency 
Bishop Routhier, in which he states that the electric plant 
of the Grouard school was completely destroyed by fire on 
December 31st 1947. 

The school is now lighted by 4 make-shift plant 
which is of such a temporary nature that it must be replaced 
immediately. 


This electric plant was used for pumping water 
and servicing the various departments where small electric 
motors were in use. It is, therefore, essential that no 
time be lost in replacing it.

DSPUTY MINISTER 


I am in receipt of Mr. Jackson's memorandum 
of august 2 enclosing the attached requisition 
whieh ineludes @ sewing machines for the Grouard 
Indien Residential Sehool. 


This school is located in the Diccese of 
Grouard and there are four other echools in the 
same Diocese; namely, Sturgeon Lake, Vermilion, 
Joussaraé and Wabasca #.C. His Lordship Bishop 
Lajeunesse is extremely interested in providing 
advanced Gomestic training for the older girls of 
these five schools. Last year he made arrangements 
for two or three of the Sisters to take a special 
course in domestic science and for the academic 
year 1940-41 he intends to bring to Grouard from 
the other four residential schools in his Diccese 
the most capable older girls 4n order that they may 
have the advantage of a year's course in advanced 
domestic soience under the guidance of trained 
Sisters. 


As these girle will be included in the number 
of regular grant-earning pupils this special pro- 
gramme will not involve any extra expense to the 
Department other than the equipment of the rooms in 
which domestic science will be taught. The cost of 
the equipment will be taken from the amount provided 
in the current year's appropriation for repairs, 
improvements and new equipment at the Groueard Indian 
Residential Sehool. 
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In order to have sufficient sewing machines 
available for those taking the course the number 
shown on the attached requisition are required. 


I feel that this is an excellent course for 
the older girls and is preferable to advanced 
academic training for them. Under these ciroum- 
stances I recommend that the equipment included 
on the requisition be purchased. 


In the second paragraph of Mr. Jackson's 
memorandum he refers to the purchase of sewing 
machines. It has always been our practice to supply 
a few of these to each residential school in order 
that the steff and the older girls may make clothing 
required for the pupils. If you do not wish sewing 
machines to be supplied in the future please let me 
know. 


You will note, however, that the sewing machines 


requested for Grouard are for a special course and not 
for generel use in the sehool.

When Mr. Doucet visited alberta this spring 
he had not sufficient time at his disposal to enable 
him to visit your school. However, I know from 
personal conversation with Bishop Langlois that you 
are very much interested in encourmging manual 
training work afong the boys and it is hoped that 
you will put forth special efforts in this regard 
during tne academic year 1941-42. 


A curriculum covering a simple course in 
manual training is now being prepared and will be 
forwarded to you before September 1. ive are also 
arranging to send to your school the toole which 
are considered necessary in order to enable you to 
carry out the proposed curriculum. In addition you 
may expend an amount net exceeding $25.00 in 
purchasing material required to follow the course. 


On the part of the school management it 
is expected thet they will provide a suitable room 
for the clesses and also arrange to have someone 
reasonably well qualified conduct these classes.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 23rd instant and to state that I was more 
than delighted to learn of the attempts you are making 
to promote worthwhile handicraft projects at your school. 
It is my hope that you will be as successful in this regard 
as you have been in the development of your physical 
courses. 


We have experienced the utmost difficulty 
in securing beads. In this connection we have communicated 
with a number of agencies in the Dominion, including a 
representative of Czecho Slovakia. It would appear that 
beads are not available at this time, nor are they likely 
to be available at any time in the immediate future. fiow- 
ever, we have on hand a small quantity of small white 
beads, and we would be prepared to send forward 5 pounds, 
shovld you consider such @ small quantity of any valve to 
you. I am personally of the opinion that Indians, for the 
time being, should be encouraged to take up handicraft 
work which does not involve the use of beads.

Dear Sir: 


About two and a half years ago I was appointed 
Assistant Principal at the Grouard Indian Residential School. On my 
arrival I found that Indian handicraft had almost disappeared fram the 
school and, as the authorities were anxious that it should be re- 
established as soon as possible, I immediately began to interest the 
children in this particular activity. 


Along with my endeavours as far as the school 
children were concerned I also tried to interest the former girl 
pupils of the school and their parents, with the result that in a 
relatively short time moccasins, gloves, curios of various kinds and 
even buckskin coats and parkas were being made in reasonable quantities 
by both the older school girls and the former pupils of the school 
living either on the reserve or close to the school. 


The result of these various activities was that 
we found ourselves with about $4000.00 worth of these articles for 
which we found a very ready market with the Hudson's Bay Company and 
the American tourists, as well as the employees of the various 
companies that were working on the Alaska road project. 


The skins for all these articles were bought from 
the local Indians and from the Hudson's Bay Company, as well as from 
the Indians of British Columbia. As we ran out of materials we 
attempted to purchase skins from the Indians of Ontario, as well as 
from those of the Mackenzie District, but we found that transportation 
costs were too high and we consequently had to curtail our production. 

a 


I believe that I am quite within the truth when I 
say that about 60% of the women of the reserve, ranging in years from 
22 up, worked for the school along with the children and that the 
above families shared, in various degrees, in this amount of $4000.00, 
with the result that a great deal of personal pride was taken in the 


work they were doing and a consequent betterment in social conditions 
resulted. 
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This experience has led me to believe that something 
basically sound could be established for the older pupils of the 
Grouard School, as well as the former ones, if we could arrive at @ 
more standardized method of production. For the last three weeks I 
have been investigating manufacturing conditions among the Indians of 
Little Lorette in the Province of Quebec and the results that these 
people have obtained by the establishment of small manufacturing 
plants, some of which are even housed in private homes, are proof 
that something similar could be set on foot in Northern Alberta for 
our Indians. 


I have three projects in view which I am now 
submitting to you for your kind consideration and approval, if you 
should see fit to do so. The first of these projects is one for the 
manufacturing of standard models of moccasins, house slippers, work 
mitts and gloves. For the time being the leather for these various 
articles would be bought from the regular sources, but later on it 
would be our ambition to utilize the skins of the wild animals of 
Northern Alberta, as well as the domestic skins that could easily 
be bought from the Indians and the white settlers of our district. 


The second project would be the establishment of 
a sawmill. There is, in the territory closely adjacent to our 
Grouard School, considerable timber which could be turned out into 
boards and building lumber at a reasonable cost, provided (and that, 
of course, would be our aim) only local labour was used. 


My third project would be the setting up of 4 
small tannery. I am now learning the tanning business in an 
amateurish way, but I am informed that the data which is being 
given to me now by one of the leading tanners of the City of Que bec 
will be sufficient for what we have in view for our Indians. 


For the present I would like the Government to 
help me in the purchase of the material which will be necessary for 
the manufacture of the moccasins and other articles mentioned above. 
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Later on, if this project is a success, I will take the liberty of 
asking the Government to help me in the two other projects. 


I hope, dear Mr. Hoey, that the above rough 
outline of my ambitions regarding the social uplift of our Indians 
will be sufficient to induce you to grant the help which I am now 
seeking.

I am sending forwaré herewith copies of tro 
letters received by me from the Reverend Father Forcade, 
of the Grouard Residential School. 


Subject to your approval, I would like to ask 
Mr. Doueet, who is at present at Restigouche, to visit 
torette on his return journey and make an inspection of 
the machinery referred to in this correspondence. If, 
in Mr. Doucet's judgment, this machinery is in good, 
serviceable condition and suitable for the organization 
of a worthwhile handicraft project, I would recommen¢é its 
purchase by the Department for the Grovard School. The 
purchase price - approximately #890.00 - should, in my 
judgment, be charged to the amount set apert annually for 
the promotion of handicraft. You are awar that, although 
we have an official in charge of handicraft promotion in 
the Branch, we have been spending very little money on 
this work at any time during the last two or three years. 


Father Forcade, who is at present in ©uebec, 
taking a course of training in the tanning and »rocessing 
of leather and in the manufecture of ¢iloves and slippers, 
and with whom I heve discussed this propo al at considerable 
lenzth, informs me that he could provide work for a great 
many men and women in the Grouard district by the establish- 
ment of this 4ndustry. A larce nuuber of young men from 
the Grouard district joined the Armed Forces and are now 
serving overseas. It is just possible that the establish- 
ment of an industry such as this vould rovice em ynent 
for them in the immediate post-war P riod. Tn any event, 
Father Forcade has done very effective work in the organ- 
ization of the school courses at Grouare nd in the 
organization of the pupils, particularly the senior pupils.

I am sending forward herewith copies of tro 
letters received by me from the Reverend Father Forcade, 
of the Grouvard Residential School. 


Subject to your approval, I would like to ask 
Mr. Doucet, who is at present at Restigouche, to visit 
Lorette on his return journey and make an inspection of 
the machinery referred to in this correspondence. If, 
in Mr. Doucet's judgment, this machinery is in good, 
serviceable condition and suitable for the organization 
of a worthwhile handicraft project, I would recommend its 
purchase by the Department for the Grouard School. The 
purchase price - approximately $290.90 - shoul¢, in my 
judgment, be charged to the amount set apart annually for 
the promotion of handicraft. You are aware that, although 
we have an official in charge of handicraft promotion in 
the Pranch, we have been spending very little money on 
this work at any time during the last two or three years. 


Father Forecade, who is at present in ©uebec, 
taking a course of training in the tanning and processing 
of leather and in the manufacture of gloves and slippers, 
and with whom I heve discussed this proposal at considerable 
length, informs me that he could provide work for a great 
many men and women in the Grouard district by the establish- 
ment of this industry. A larze number of young men from 
the Grouvard district joined the Armed Forces and are now 
serving overseas, It is just possible that the establish- 
ment of an industry such as this would provide employment 
for them in the immediate postewar period. In any event, 
Father Forcade has done very effective work in the organ- 
ization of the school courses at Grouard and in the 
organization of the pupils, particularly the senior pupils.

If you do not require the whole amount 
of $1500.00 for immediate use, it would be wise to 
apply only for whet is required, in order to save 
interest. The procedure is for this office to make 
an accountable advance to the Indian agent, from 
whieh he can issue 6 definite sum to you. for any 
funds issued to you, you will be required to sign 
the agent's cash book receipt form. You, in turn, 
must take receipts for every item of expenditure, 
and these receipts should be sent to the Indian 
Agent with @ covering credit voucher or list, which, 
in turn, will be forwarded to Ottawa.

Mr. Nelson has turned over to us the Electrical 
Plant your Department has been so good as to purchase us 
and we feel perfectly satisfied with it. He has overhauled 
it and I am sure sure we have a very good piece of equipment. 
We have not set it up yet as it is too cold to build the 
cement foundation that it requires. We will do this as soon 
as we can however. We have purchased a small building for 
our Plant and we are to move it here very shortly. 


I wish to thank you very heartily for this 
very valuable donation, Mr. Hoey, and all those who have 
helped in securing it for us. It will mean a great deal 
for our enterprise and our community. We will certainly 
try to justify your efforts in helping us by keeping on the 
work we have started and which I still believe will proove 
to be one of the best means to civilize our natives. 


We are working steadily though we are not 
producing in hugh quantities. We cannot produce in big 
volumes. We have not the capital for this purpose. We are 
forced to buy in relatively small quantities and therefore 
our output must be in line with our purchases. We are moving 
ahead however. 


To-night, in a general meeting, we will fill 
out forms, a memorandum of association for the erection of 
a Credit Union in Grouard, among the Indians. I think the 
time has come for that institution too. We have been hating 
classes at night treating this subject. The people are very 
willing to co-operate. They realize a little better now, that 
saving is the only way out of their destitution. They have 
deposited quite a little money already and they promise to 
do more. As soon as we have officially opened the doors of 
this institution, I shal give you more information.

Asnobody asked me for making any kind of report 
about the Boys training in the woodwork during the season ending June 30th.46, 
I put in mind to make here a short statement of what the Boys have performed 
in the Shop during the teime past away ,Beheear 

The boys came to the shop in two groups,one of the groups 
included 5 bopys,some of them came to work for the third year some of them for 
the second. The other group where only 4 boxs,all of them ex€éept one came to 
the shop the first time. 

The conduct of the boys,in general,was satisfactorily ,and 
if smme ones eventualy did not show s full interest,yet the most part of them @ 
gave a good applécation to thier work and consequently showed aa’&o a real 
betterment from the previous years. 

The boys have only made during the year what is absolutly 
utilitées for the houses ,farms,and around the barns,because as these Indian 
boys are algeady as big as ordinary Men and liable (at least for one part), 
not to come to school anymore,it is advisable to teach them to do what they 
are going to need in their own hgouse to-morrow,also I use to ask every bo 
before they begin one projett to ponder which item they need or like more to 
have in their house or on t eir 'so-called" farm. The answer is nearly always 
-hat is realy useful for any house and much more for every +ndian houses, 
which use mostly to be empty from wall to walle : 

The following citations will give you a short account 
of the articles made by the nine bogs this year: The number of the pkeces 
stamped by myself before the two-weeks exibition at the end of the year amon- 
ted to about @% 87 pieces. 

Children cribs,7;Kitchen and family tables,7;utility &b&pe cupboard ,8;general 
utility trunks,5;chairs with elbow-rest,12;other chairs,5.Laun benches 6 feet 
long ,2¢ Medecine cabinet,8.Stools,7. Besides this,they have also made(around 
the spring time),many bird houses,guns ,many wagons, (toys) ,anée also bigger 
wagons,which they use around the houses for hauling kitcien wood,etc. “any 
other things are not quoted here.l add only some tool eerriers,many flowers 
stands. 

Of these many things stated here above,l was pleased to find, 
the Principal of this school graciously willing (in spite of quite many 
expenses to sup ort the shop in boards, pl#aks ,nails,screws,paints,etc.to 
give to each boy,ofk the shop;zwork,two of the best pieces they nave performed 
during the year,two pieces to their own choice, this was a gracious reve~ 
latio¢ns for the parents and@ also a “start-pieces",of desirable ambitious 
for having later-on,yet more furniture in their houses which will also con- 
trabute in some extend to the improvement of t éér welfare.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
January 29, in which you intimate that it may be possible 
to secure six goats through Mr. T.G. Stewart, Dominion 
Government Field man in British Columbia, for the marginally- 
noted school.

Reference Departmental letter Noe 15lel-14 of the 4th instant, 
I beg to report that I proceeded to Vancouver, where in company 
with Mr. T.G. Stewart, Dominion Live Stock Weldman, we drove out 
to the owners’ homes to look over the goats offered, which I found 
to be very nice animals’ -- all white, with fine coats of hair, 
sound of limb, and very teme and easy to handlee Four of these 
had kidded a few days before, giving male kids, which were destroyed; 
the owners have not the grass in their very small holdings to rear 
non-productive goats; their 4{nterest is in milk-producing animels 
only. 


I was very much impressed with the udders of these goats, LeGeys 
the size of them: They were giving 2, 3 and 4 quarts, and are not 
yet up to their full flow of milk; they are still younge 


One is due to freshen 4n March, and the other two are due some 
time in April; these, with the four mentioned in the first paragraph 
of this letter, make up & total of seven (7)e 


There was one thing which I wanted to find out first-hand for 
myself, Viz., whether these goats were specially cared for, groomed, 
and what they were fed; or, in other words, whether they were 
pampered like some dairy cows: I found thet this was not the 
case. They are out in the open, with 4 shed which they can enter 
if it is stormy and sn owing e As regards feed, they are given 
a small feed of chop (oat hulls mostly) and a bit of green feede 
As for grazing, their small plots are cropped very close. iI was 
glad to see this condition, because they cannot get worse anywhere, 
and at the Grouard School they will be properly stebled and well 
fede

Dear Mr. Schmidt: 


We have not been very successful to date with the goats whi ch 
the Department of Indian Affairs had sent us for the well-being of 
the Indians. 


We have lost one through illness and another is now stricken 
with the same disease, and I fear that we will lose it too. The 
climate does not seem to agres with them. Moreover, + have received 
complaints that they destroy the trees, the flowers, ete, in our 
gardens. 


This experience is, therefore, unfavourable to us and I am of 
the opinion that it would be only right for us to return them to the 
Department of Indien Affairs that they may dispose of them in favour 
of other schools, more especially as they will not be useful to us 
for next year since we have no he=-goat.e

I am enclosing herewith copy of letter re- 
ceived this day from Rev. Jos. Habay, 0.M.I., Principal 
of the Grouard School, re the above. This letter is 
not encouraging; rather I should say, it is discouraging, 
as the reasons civen for wanting to get rid of the goats 
are not what I consider major ones. 


If the goats are destroying flowers, “c., in 
the gardens, and shrubs and trees, could not a higher 
and tighter fence be built around them; or the coats 
kept in a closed pasture field? 


As regards a he-oat: The Department have 
authorized the purchase of one -- “the best to be found" 
of the Saanen breed; and Mr. S.C. Freeborn, Senior 
Pieldman, Dept. of Agriculture, Live Stock Division, 
Production Service, and myself have already started 
making enquiries. I am awaiting s reply from 4 party 
at Timeu, Alta., South and West of Smith, who I under- 
stand has a wellebred Billy, »fed from a good strain, 
with good milk production behind him. 


I would ask you to please take this matter 
up with the Rev. Principal, and get his reasons and 
full particulars (if there are any besides “that they 
destroy the trees, the flowers, ete. in our gardens") 
as to why he wants to get rid of these eoats. 


Please submit a full report to our Branch 
at Ottawa on this matter, to whom I am sending & copy 
of this letter; please let me have a copy of your report

I have for acknowledgment copies of corres- 
pondence relating to the goats purchased a few months ago 
by the Department for use at the Grouard Residential School. 


The purchase of these goets represented an 
attempt to provide the Indien pupils in attendance at the 
school with a certain amount of training in the care and 
feeding of these animals. We have been assured from time 
to time by nutritionists, particularly by Dr. Kruse, ef the 
Milbank Foundation, New York, that it is almost impossible 
to provide a balanced diet, particularly for children, in 
the absence of fresh milk. If such is the case, training 
in the care and feeding of goats is just as important as 
instruction in Reading, Writing and Arithmetic. 


The objections raised by the Principal of 
this School are scarcely convincing. If the goats have 
given trouble in the destruction of trees, there is no 
reason whatever why they should not be fenced in or tethered. 
Thousands of small farmers in Europe keep goats on smail 
plots of land, surrounded by beautiful trees. This is done 
by tethering and by careful supervision. The Department, 
however, has no desire to ke goats et a school in a? 
4tion to the wishes of the Pr ncipal, It might be weli, 
therefore, for you to discuss *he matter somewhat fully, 
by letter, with the Principal himself, and, if necessary, 
transfer these goats to another residential school in the 
Lesser Slave Lake Agency. If the school principals are 
unwilling to eccept them, you might canvass the possibility 
of having the goats distributed to a reputable and depend- 
able Indien femily.

I am in receipt of @ letter from C.P.Sohmidt, Inepector 
of Indien Agencies, as @lso ® copy of & letter from Rev.Joseph Habay 
O.M.I, Principal of the Crousrd School, Re Goats, end wish to make 
the following report. 


On Sunday July 30th, I met Rev.Fatner Habey at Jouesard, 
@nd had @ talk with him about these goats. He told me that the m@in 
reason for not wanting to keep the goSts, was that they were into 
everything, destroying shrubs, g@rdens, flowers etc., and that the 
Nuns were very much @g@inst that. He is also under the impression 
that they h@ve contracted some disease, and that if they are left 
there, they might lose them #11. They have Slready lost one, and 
@nother is sick. I might add that there were no other reasons given 
to me by Father Habay. I tried to get him interested in the keeping 
of these go@ts, but he seemed to be disousted with them.

You are authorized to buy sixteen female goats 
at fourteen dollars each ($14.00) and six male goats at ten doliers 
$10.00) each from the Rev. Mr. Jones; payment to be made out of the 
Welfare Vote. You are aleo authorized to purchase two female goats 
and One male goat from Father Rivard at twenty-five dollars for the 
three animals. 

This herd is to be established at Norway House; 
the milk to be used for tubercular patiente ami the children of families 
who are unable to provide milk. 


There has been considerable inbreeding in this 
herd; therefore, you are requested to separate the males at the earliest 
possible date. Probably you can arrange to pasture them on another 
iglani until they are distributed. The male goat purchased from Father 
Rivard should be used with this herd. 


One male goat has already been sent to Island 
Lake. The others should be disposed of as follows:- 


One to Father Trudeau to establish « herd at Cross Lake. 


One to Indian Agent Lovell at The Pas. 
(Note: It ie suggested that this goat be sent there 
by seroplane when Dr. Yule next visits Norway House. ) 


Two good billies should be selected - 
One to be sent to the Duck Lake Indian Residential School, 


Duck Lake, Saskatchewan. 
One to the Blue Quill School in Alberte. 


It is suggested that you write to Fether George 
Letour, Duck Lake, Saskatchewan, and Father L.C.Letour, St. Paul, Alberta. 
asking them to provide you with the proper shipping instructions. 


- Over - 
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I understand they will not bring goats out on 
the "Keenora” until after the tourist season is over! therefore 
these two goats most likely will be shipped the later part of 
September or the first of October. In my Opinion, it might be 
wiee to seni these goate Via Prince Albert: the one for Duck Lake 
could be transported from there by truck, the one for the Blue Quill 
School could be placed off at @ station on the main line to Edmonton. 


if a 4g done the goate will be delivered in the shortest possible 
time.

I have for acknowledgment your No. 131-114 
of August lst, last, re the above. 


I visited the Grouard Residential School on 
the 26th ultimo, when I had a long talk with Rev. J. 
Habay, the Principal, whose parting words were: 
"J would be very pleased if you would send the goats 
somewhere else; no one cares to have them around the 
place here, and I have more complaints about these 
animals than everything else put togethers" 


I mentioned goats when at Sturgeon Lake and 
Jousserd Residential Schools, and it was obvious that 
they did not want any. 


I recommend, and beg to ask for authority, 
to send the five (5) remaining females so the Youville 
Residential School at St. Albert, near Edmonton, who 
have asked for goats. (Vide: Your No. 110#1-14 of 
August 5th, last.) I had a talk with the Sister-Principal 
of this school in September, when she said she wuld be 
pleased, and was prepared to take goats at any time. 


May I have a reply by air mail or radiogran, 
and I will immediately wire the Principal of the Grouard 
School to ship the goats by railway, at oncee 


Re a buck to place with these five females: 
I do not think I will have any aifficulty in getting 
one. If a suitable one cannot be found locally, Mr. 
T.G. Stewart, Dominion Live Stock Meldman at Vancouver, 
B.C., says he can get one there. These five females are 
well bred, and I am anxious to well-bred buck to

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of the 6th instant and have noted with interest the 
somewhat disturbing {information contained therein. 


May I re-emphasize the fact that these 
goats were purchased for the Grovard Residential School 
in response to a number of requests for goats, received 
by us from the church authorities. The expenditure 
dnvolved in this purchase - travelling expenses, freight 
on goats, purchase price, etc., was quite substantial. 
I feel that you, the senior administrative officer of 
Indian Affairs in Alberta, should inform the school 
authorities that this is not the kind of cooperation 
expected from them by the Department and that this is 
an experience that should not be repeated at any time 
in the future. 


In view of all the circumstances, you are 
authorized to take the steps necessary to have these 
goats transferred to the Residential School at St. Albert. 
It is my hope that the Indian pupils in attendance at 
this school will have an opportunity to receive instruction 
in the general care and feeding of these animals. Ultin- 
ately, of course, we shell have to establish goat herds 
4n the North. As a matter of fact, the Hudson's Bay 
Company, with years of experience behind them, are estab- 
lishing a number of goat herds this year at their outlying 
posts. We do not deem it wise, however, to ask a school 
principal to keep animals in the care of which he is no 
longer interested.

I Lave é@iecuecod thie probien 
with Rev. Father G- Palher, the bueinoes manager for the 
Diooese, who ie at preeent in Ottawa, and I 1 pleaged to 
repert that the Oblate Fathere will rebuild if the Depart- 
ment will aeeiet. Rough eketchee of the proposed building 
are being made by the bepartment Architect and he hae 
provided the ehurch ropreeentative vith a liet of the 
pateriale required. 


I wieh to recommend that #ie Loradehip be asked

Plans have now been prepered in connection 
with the water supply and fire protection system for the 
st. Bruno Indian Residential School. We have also prepared 
an estimate of cost for the construction of the works end 
for the necessary material, copies of which are etteched. 


The estimete of cost for the 4,000 geilon 
elevated tank wes submitted by the Dominion Bridge Company 
and is considered a trifle high. we have therefore 
requested the Horton steel works of Toronto to submit an 
estimate for this work. with the amalgamation of the 
Riverside Iron Works and the Menitoba Iron Works with the 
Dominion Bridge Compeny, it is now impossible to get 
competitive bids on this class of work in western canede. 


our estimate includes the figures submi tted 
by the Dominion Bridge Company, 45 it was thought advisable 
to get the scheme under consideration by the Department of 
Indien affairs with as littie further delay as possible 
because it is not considered thet en alternative bid will 
reduce the cost of the tower by more then a few hundred 
dollers. Mr. Towers is ready to take his men on to the 
job at a moment's notice to sturt work on the pipeline 
excavation and the concrete base for the tower end 
pumping pient.

The school poilding is 9” up-to-date, 
modern frame puilding,. and, being practically new, is in 
splendid condition. The building is heated with hot 
water, and lighted with electric light. Water is on tap 
throughout the building- 

The water supply is pumped from the lake. 
The {installation is at present only 4 temporary one, put 
it has worked very gatisfactorily auring the present 
winter. It will be necessary to put the pipes down 
deeper below the frost line ana carry them farther out 
qnto the lake jn order to insure permanency 

The building provides two large, well 
equipped dormitories. In the poys' aormitory there 
are 50 beds, 24 basins, 3 baths, and 3 toilets. in the 
girls’ dormitory there are 65 beds, 28 besins, 3 paths, 
and 3 toilets. 

Fire protection consists of stand pipes 
with hose connections on each floor and @ number of 
chemical fire extinguishers conveniently placed throughout 
the building. The building is three stories high with 4 
pasement. Three outside stairway fire escapes are 
provided with easy access to them on each floor. An 
outside stairway is placed at each end of the building, 
and one in the centre. I was informed that the children 
are being given instruction in fire arill. I found this 
puilding in excellent condition throughout « 

An ample supply of wholesome food is 


provided. The children are given milk, as well 6 meat

ance, and { heard no complaints regarding the food supplied 
at this school. 

Seven cows are kept for milking purposes. 
They have 4 large garden, but last year the potato crop was 
a failure, and they have to purchase their supply: They 
had, however, plenty of carrots and other vegetables for 
their requirements. 

They have 4 large laundry room, but the only 
equipment is five set tubs and some small old wash tubs 
and hand machines. The Sisters s&7 that washing for 112 
children makes heavy work for both the chilaren and the 
staff, and they would like to be supplied with two medium 
sized washers, an extractor, mangle and section of drier, 
a low pressure poiler for heating hot water for the laundry, 
and a stove for heating the irons. They can do the bulk 
of their washing then with power and still have sufficient 
small clothes left to provide instruction for the girls- 

fhe girls ere given jnetruction jn sewing, 
knitting, and fancy work, a6 well as in general housework. 
The boys assist with the garden work and care of the stock. 

Wood has been exclusively usea for fuel until 
this winters A seam of coal was discovered about four 
miles from the school building, and 50 tons were secured 
at the peginning of the winter. This coal has proved to 
make very satisfactory fuel. ly

Education cheque No. 2268 for $18,544.52 
was issued on August 10th, last, in favour of the Roman 
Catholic Episcopal Corporation of Grouard, Alberta, to 
reimburse them for expenditures made during 1950 in con- 
nection with the enlargement of St. Bruno's school. I 
desire to draw your attention to the following remarks 
in connection with this payment: 


(1) An explanation of this payment is given on 

your form 52 accompanying the accounts, from 
which I infer that your department was liable 
for the expenditures but that, as funds were 
not available from the appropriation for 1950-31, 
the Corporation was requested to pay the accounts 
and to submit receipts for re-imbursement from 
this year's funds 

In this connection I would refer you to 
Section 49, Sub-Section 2, of the Consolidated 
Revenue and Audit Act which states that “all esti- 
mates submitted to Parliament shall be for the ser- 
vices coming in course of payment during the fiscal 
year, and to Section 60 which requires me to direct 
the attention of the House to all payments charged 
to the appropriation accounts which "did not occur 
within the period of the account". The intention of 
these sections, it appears to me, is to prevent such 
payments as the one in question.

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t am therefore of opinion that if au- 
thority could not have been obtained for the 
payment of this account in 1930-31, the amount 
should have been specifically mentioned in the 
estimates for 1951-32, in order that Parliament 
might know they were voting moneys for an in- 
debtedness incurred in a previous yeare As neither 
of these courses was followed, I am of opinion that 
the approval of the Governor in Council should have 
been obtained before payment was madGe 


Included in the total payment are two items of 
$205.27 for material supplied by Geults Alberta 
Limited. The vouchers are similar in all details 
except that one is marked “copy"+ Apparently 4 
duplicate payment of $203.27 has been made. This 
firm's account of December 17th for $149.75 pro- 
vided for a discount of three per cent. if paid 
within ten days of the first of the following month, 
but though payment was made on January Sth the dis- 
count was not deducted, resulting in an overpayment 
of 94.49. 


The accounts submitted by the J.He Ashdown Hardware 
Company, which total $455.87, have not been receipted.

I have the honour to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter No. 131-45 of March 21st, in 
connection with St. Bruno's Indian Residential 
School at Grouard, in which you state that His 
Lordship Bishop Guy of Grouard had reported that 
the first floors were all rotten, threatening the 
collapse of the building. 


I have just returned from the Peace 
River country where I spent a week and while there 
I spent a couple of days at St. Bruno's School, 
and investigated the trouble thoroughly. 


This building was only erected some- 
thing like 4 years ago and is an addition to the 
Old school. The heating plant, machinery, &Ges 
are all located in the basement of the older part 
of the building, and the rooms in the basement of 
the new part are the kitchen, pantry and the girls‘ 
and boys' dining rooms. The basement floor is 
practically at ground level. The foundation under 
the building is of sarface cement. The floor con- 
siste of stringers, 12 X 12, placed on the ground, 
and 2 X 12 floor joists placed on top of the string- 
ers, then a rough floor, paper and edge-grained fir 
flooring. 

On investigation I found that the 
floor in the boys’ dining room is all rotten; also 
4n the hall next to the dining room and part of the 
kitchen. The reason for this is that the school is

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built on ground which slopes towards the lake. Ev~ 
idently the water has been getting under the founda- 
tion and I found that underneath the floor there was 
nothing but muck. As there was no air passage under 
the floor, no doubt the ground has been wet there all 
the year round, which has caused the rotting of the 
floor. One part of the floor in the dining room, an 
area of about 6 X 12, had dropped down onto the 
ground and the joists under the floor in the dining 
room and habl and part of the kitchen are simply 
rotten: The wood can be pulled away with your hands, 
and it would not be long before the whole of the din- 
img room floor would cave in. if this happened it 
would be disastrous to the rest of the building, as 
the partitions that are holding the upper floor in 
place would, of course, gradually sink with the 
floor, causing destruction to the upper floors and 
roof. 

To repair thie damage, I have the 
following suggestions to make: That the flooring 
and joists be taken out of the above-mentioned 
rooms to be replaced by a layer of gravel and 
stone, and filled in with cement. The joists 
should be sunk into the cement and then a wooden 
floor placed on top of the joists. This would 
prevent anything of this nature happening again. 

The present flooring could be used as first floor- 
ing as the latter is all rotten, a6 well as the 
joists, and we would only have to purchase a new 
top flooring. The sand, gravel and stone can be 
procured on the lake shore, which is only a few 
hundred yards from the school. We can employ Ine 
dian labour and teams to haul this to the school. 
I am attaching hereto a list of the material rep 
quired. This will have to be purchased in Edmon- 
ton and I can arrange for this. The Department 
will realize that while the work ie being proceed- 
ed with it might transpire that something else is 
required which would necessitate the purchasing of 
additional material. It might be well to put 
weeping tile drain around the school to keep the 
water from getting under the remainder of the 
foundation that is apparently intact. 
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+ was wery difficult to get at the 
trouble as the floor is only about 15 inches from 
the ground, and we had to take up the flooring in 
several places. I engaged the services of a carp- 
enter from High Prairie, Mr. Reykdal, who had done 
considerable work for us. I would also recommend 
that he be engaged to do the work. He does not ‘ 
wish to take out a contract as he does not know 
exactly what it is going to run up to, 30 we would 
pay him the minimum wage for carpenter foremen. 
All he requires is another carpenter and the rest 
of the work oan all be done by Indians. The wages 
we should pay the Indians would be $2.50 per day 
for team, man and wagon, and about $1.50 per day 
for a single man, 


I discussed the matter thoroughly 
with the Principal, Rev. Father Falher, and he wae 
of the same opinion as I am, that the above met hod 
of repairing the school is the only feasible one. 
However, if our Architect has something better to 
suggest, we would be pleased to follow any sugges- 
tione that would be more suitable than the above- 
stated plan. The Department will readily under- 
stand that we may run into something else when we 
get the floor out, although I do not think this 
Will happen, as the carpenter got under part of 
the floor in the girls’ dining room which adjoins 
the boys’ dining room. 


I am attaching hereto a floor plan 
of the school which will assist the Department in 
understanding what I am writing about. It will 
be necessary for us to rent some jacks to jack up 
the partitions, as in one or two phaces I found 
that they had given away to & emall degree.

I have the honour to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter No. 131-4-5 of March 2lst, in 
connection with St. Bruno's Indian Residential 
School at Grovard, in which you state that His 
Lordship Bishop Guy of Grouard had reported that 
the firet floors were all rotten, threatening the 
collapse of the building. 


I have just retwned from the Peace 
River country where I spent a week and while there 
I spent a couple of days at 8t. Bruno's School, 
and investigated the trouble thproughly. 


Thies building was only erected some- 
thing like 4 years ago and is an addition to the 
old school. The heating plant, machinery, &Cey 
are all located in the basement of the older part 
of the building, and the rooms in the basement of 
the new part are the kitchen, pantry and the giris' 
and boys’ dining rooms. The basement floor is 
practically at ground level. The foundation under 
the building is of sarface cement. The floor con- 
sists of stringere, 12 X 12, placed on the ground, 
and 2 X 12 floor joists placed on top of the string- 
ers, then a rough floor, paper and edge-grained fir 
flooring. 

On investigation I found that the 
floor in the boys’ dining room is all rotten; also 
in the hall next to the dining room and part of the 
kitchen.

This would 
prevent anything of this nature happening again. 
The present flooring could be used as firet floor- 
ing as the latter is all rotten, 868 well as the 
joists, and we would only have to purchase a new 
top flooring. The sand, gravel and stone can be 
procured on the lake shore, which is only @ few 
hundred yards from the school. We can employ In- 
dian labour and temms to haul this to the school. 
I am attaching hereto a list of the material rep 
quired. This will have to be purchased 4n Edmon- 
ton and I can arrange for this. The Department 
will realize that while the work is being proceed- 
ed with it might transpire that something else 16 
required which would necessitate the purchasing of 
additional material.

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It was very difficult to get at the 
trouble as the floor is only about 18 inches from 
the ground, and we had to take up the flooring in 
several places. I engaged the services of a carp- 
enter from High Prairie, Mr. Reykdal, who had done 
considerable work for us. I would also recommend 
that he be engaged to do the work. He does not 
wish to take out 4 contract as he does not know 
exactly what it is going to run up to, so we would 
pay him the minimum wage for carpenter foremene 
All he requires is another carpenter and the rest 
of the work can ail be done by Indians. The wages 
we should pay the Indians would be #25 per day 
for team, man and wagon, and about $1.50 per day 
for a single mane 


I discussed the matter thoroughly 
with the Principal, Rev. Father Falher, and he was 
of the same opinion as I am, that the above method 
of repairing the school is the only feasible one. 
However, if our Architect has something better to 
suggest, we would be pleased to follow any sugges- 
tions that would be more suitable than the above- 
stated plan. The Department will readily under- 
stand that we may run {nto something else when we 
get the floor out, although I do not think this 
will happen, as the carpenter got under part of 
the floor in the giris' dining room which adjoins 
the boys’ dining room.

| I beg to refer theDepartment to my letters of May 
7th. and 14th., 5—11A.R.C. in connection with the damage done 
to the Foundation and floors in the St.Bruno Indian Residential 
School, in the Lesser Slave agency. 


The Department authorized $500.00 for this work to 
be carried on, and to hire Mr. Reykdal as working foreman in 
connection with the work. 


The Department also intimated that a concrete floor 
would be more suitable and last longer, if a joice and a wooden 
floor was placed on top of the concrete. I gawe this information 
to the agent and told him to take this up with the principal 
as I know the principal was anxious to put a board floor on top 
of the concrete, and as I heave had no reply from them I was of 
the opinion that the school authorities were satisfied with the 
instructions of the Department 4s to the concrete floor. 


During the time I was away on my holidays 4 letter 
came in from the agent stating that the school principal wanted 
to put the board floor on top of the concrete, aleo that he 
wanted to dispense with the services of Mr. Reykdal, 4s he was 
getting -65¢ per hour, whereas he could hire § competent cerp- 
enter for .30¢. I could not comply with this ae it was contrary 
to the wishes of the Department, and the man was not on the 
approved list. I therefore wired to the agent not to go on 


with the work any further until theDeputy Minister and I arrived 
there. 


While up there with Dr. McGill I looked into the 
matter and found that thework of putting down the floor in the 
boys’ dining room was not completed, and required either the 
board floor on top, or another layer of concrete, and as only 
$41.59 was left out of the appropriation of $500.00 I could not 
authorize the work to be gone on with. The principal evidently 
ie quite determined that he wante a board floor on top of the 
concrete Mr. Reykdal advised me that it wold take approx 
imately $150.00 to complete the work. If the Department do not 
feel lik putting up any more money I suppose 4t would be in 
order to inform the school that they could complete the balance 
of thé work whenever they wish to but that the Department would 
only be responsible for the balance of the appropriation which 
ie enexpended. 


I realize, however, that putting the board floor on 
top of the concrete will not be very satisfactory. The money 
expended to date has been well spent, 4s 4t took a lot of gravel 
and sand to fill up the hole caused by taking out the flooring 
and parts have been placed on cement foundations etc. to keep 
the upstairs floor from sagging, but an important point is getting 
ria of the water from the spring which is under the souteast corner 
of the building.

Early last fall, ae you are aware, the Depart- 
ment authorized considerable expense in installing a cement 
floor and repeiring drain at this school. The amount that 
hae already been authorized is the total available for this 
school during the current fiscal year. 


You might obtain and forward, for the information 
of the Department, a report regarding the further repairs 
required to the flooring, as mentioned by Agent L'Heureux. 
Please estate in detail the work required and give an 
estimate of the cost of material and labour. It ie con- 
sidered, however, that the school authorities should be 
responsible for the greater pert of any additional repairs 
required to the flooring. 


The Department has not yet received all the 
accounte for the labour end material in comection with 
installing the cement flooring and repairing the drain. 
In communicating with Agent L'Heureux, you might request 
that he forward all accounts through your office, as 
instructed in official letter to you of October letn, 
last.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 12th instent, No. 131- 5 in connection with repairs 
to the floor under the new wing of St. Bruno's Indian 
Residential School: As the Department are aware I re- 
ported on this in my letter No. 4O5-11A.R.C. of May 7th, 
last, when I pointed out that the whole of the floor in 
the dining-room and part of the kitchen and hall had to 
be replaced. The sum of $500.00 was authorized to re- 
pair the floor anda before the floor in the dining-room 
was completed the appropriation was exhausted. The din- 
ing-room floor is just rough cement with no finishing 
top on it. I was authorized to purchase linoleum to 
cover the floor but there is no use doing this as long 
as the floor is unfinished as at the present time, and 
there are no funds available for this work, and the 
school authorities do not seem to be inclined to do it. 


I was just writing the Agent in this connection 
when I received your letter. The floor that is mentioned 
in the Agent's letter is what was reported on in my let- 
ter above referred to. I now have the following sugges- 
tion to makes 


Mr, Reykdahl has been doing the work for us up 
in that part of the country as the Department are aware. 
He is a very good carpenter, but probably lacks exper- 
jence in handling a matter of this kind. In my opinion 
the matter of this floor gradually rotting under the 
pbuilding is serious. The drain we put under the floor 
will probably in time dry up the earth, but this will 
take some time, and if it is successful it will prevent

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further rotting. I think we should have someone with 
more experience than Mr. Reykdahl to look after the 
repairing of the floors there, as unless it is attended 
to properly it will probably ruin the building altogether. 
As the Department are aware, this was an addition built 
onto the old school building. I would suggest that the 
matter be left in abeyance until the frost goes out of 
the ground next spring, and that Ur. Gardner-Smith be 
sent up there to look after the repairs. He has had @ 
great deal of experience with the building of our 
schools and to put the floors of this building into 
first class shape again so that there is no danger of 
the foundation caving in will be quite expensive. The 
only time to do this would be during the summer holidays 
as the floor would all have to be torn up in the kitchen, 
hall, &c. Hiring men who are really not competent to do 
work of this nature is more or less of an experiment, 
whereas if the work was placed in Mr. E. Gardner-Smith's 
hands we would be assured of something permanent. I 
shall be glad to know what the Department think of my 
suggestion.

The Department will give consideration to 
your suggestion, that Mr. Gardner-Smith be sent up to 
the school next spring, to look after the work required 
in placing the floor in good condition and installing 
proper drainage to prevent the foundation of the 
building caving in. The cost involved will determine 
the work that can be carried out, as, owing to the 
expenditure this year, only a small amount was provided 
in our Appropriation for the coming year towards 
repairs at this school.

In accordance with instructions from the Department, I made a 
trip of inspection to the above school, where I spent two deys. All 
arrangements for my transportation, and for my being met at the 
station, had been kindly made in advahce by Mr. Inspector Christianson. 
I deemed it advisable to have the man come who did some work on the 
building last year, and he arrived the next day. This man, Mr. Reykdale, 
explained what he had done, and his reasons for doing it, and I learned 
from him all he knew about the situation. The Reverend Principal, Father 
Fallare, extended every courtesy and assistance. 


The whole trouble is in the newer extension, bu 
years ago. On entering ite basement an unpleasant odour 
noticeable, coming from trapped water and rotting wood. I made small 
openings in the basement floor in several places, and with a flash-light 
I was able to examine the conditions below. I found 7" of water underx 
mart of this floor, and mudcy soil under another part. Not wishing to 
cut the floors more than necessary, I bored 3/4" holes in other places, 
and made soundings with an iron rod. The soil conditions vary from 
several inches of water to only dampnese. I war astonished at the 
extent of the rotting of the wood in so comparatively short a time, 
which perhaps can be explained by the entire lack of ventillation 
n¢ the wood floors.

ykdale had la 2 tile drain, carrying it to a ravine about 150 
dbehind the building. The outlet of this drain was not visible, having 
been carried to a covered place on the side of the ravine. I hired a 
labover to dig out the end of the tile drain, and on expoeing it, there 
was not a drop of water being carried. Later I found the other end of 
the drain at its starting place under the basement, and it was above the 
present water level, and doing no good. 


I was told that last year the floor in the boys' refectory 
was breaking through from rottenness, and that Mr. Reykdale and helpers 
had removed the wood floor in this room and had replaced it with a 
deep concrete sub-floor, with nailing strips bedded in to take a finish 
lumber floor, but that the appropriation became exhausted, and the 
rough concrete sub-floor was as far as this work went, and little or no 
work was done under the rest of this basement, except to lay enother 
little patchsof flooring over weak spots which threatened to break 


through in various places. 
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to observe that instead of concrete being used, the construction is 

ge follows: A laminated sill, about 12"x 12" is laid on the ground, 
and this mud-sill carries 2"x 12" joists, over which the shiplap 
pub-floor and finish fir floor are laid. This mud-sill is generally 

in contact with the soil, and on this account, and perhaps hastened 

by lack of ventillation, has become more or less rotten, varying in 
respect in different plaves, and this rotting hase spread to the 

and floor -, I enclose a small sample of wood taken from this mud- 
gill, which is fairly representative of the condition of this important 
member. 


In examining the conditions under the basement floorlI was surprised 


Feeling disinclined to believe that the Department's Architect 
had specified that the basement floor be laid in this way, I asked 
if a set of plans were available, and after a little search the blue 
prints of the addition were given me, which revealed the cause of all 
the trouble. On Plan #609, Sheet 1, Section at A.A. it shows clearly 
that the basement floor of the new extension was to consist of 6" of 
concrete, instead of which no concrete has been used, and lumber was 
substitutec, as above described. In pointing this out to the Rev. 
Principal, he said it was the first he knew of this departure from the 
plans. He said that under the original building a concrete sub-floor was 
laid, over which was placed fir flooring, and that there has been no 
trouble of any kind in the basement. 


In addition to the rotting of the basement floors as described, 
there is still a more serious feature. The interior supporting columns, 
of which there are eight, go right down to, and are resting on, these 
rotting mud-sille; and the carrying partitions also depend on the 
wood below for their support. As these supports disintegrate, the 
entire structure will be endangered, as you will readily understand. 
Already there is some settlement, but not very much as yet, but very 
sugezestive of what would eventually develope if allowed to continue. 


I wes told that in excavating for the extension, some mistake 
made. and the excavation was carried down two or three feet too 
r, and had to be re-filled. As the sub-soil moisture apparently 
not very far down, it is possible that water was thus tapped, which 
account for the water at present in evidence under this basement. 
there is no provision for intercepting ground water around the 
footings ¢ 1eanas of tile weeping drains. There are no downspouts 
the eavetréughing of the newer building, and these troughs are 
joined to tne troughing of the original building, and I'm sure there 
must often be overflowing of gutters in the extension. 


The Rev. Principal states that the drains carrying the 
waste water and sewage from the new addition do not function well, 
i suggeets that they be run separate from the original sewer, and 
provided with a separate septic tank and disposal field. Not 
i had an opportunity of checking the fall of the lines in 
auestion I am not prepared to say whether or not this suggested 
change ie necessary. 
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The superstructure of the building seems all in good condition, 

and I could see no fault with the workmanship. A few doors are sticking, 
and sagging a little, caused from settlement of the building, but 

such minor troubles as sticking doors are easily rectified when the 
cause is removed. 


From the foregoing descriptions I think you will be able to 
form a fairly accurate ental picture of the conditions affecting the 
newer building. Everything seemce all right in the original structure. 

To overcome the troubles I am convinced there is no other 
way but to remove all the existing flooring in the addition, including 
the joists and mud-sills. Temporary supports will have to be used to 
carry the beams above the basement floors, and under the carrying 
partitions of basement while the changes are being made. Concrete piers 
will have to be placed to carry the columns, and a footing and dwarf 
concrete wall to carry the bearing partitions. The water underlying the 
basement can be drawn away by properly laid tile drains, which would not 
be difficult to do when the floors are out of the way. Then there should 
be a gravel fill, well tamped, brought up to within 6" of the finish floor 
level. The last 6" should be of good concrete, using an approved concrete 
hardener for the topping coat. Py the means thus priefly outlined the 
trouble now threatening the building will be overcome, and the structure 
will then rest on the kind of foldation intended by the Architect. 


Subsidiary to the remedial measures suggested, there would be 
some making good of woodwork on the floor angles; tne providing of base 
throughout the basement; substituting new columns where too much rot 
hae develope placing + siditional downpipes from gutters; placing 
a tile weeping drain around the footings of west and south walis of new 
addition to intercept ground water from higher ground behind; possibly 
some correction of rains 
of beams and carrying partitions where necessary to restore levels; and 
ninor corrections waere found necessary as the work proceeds. 


As to cost, it is difficult to give even an approximate 
estimate, but I would respectfully suggest that, if possible, the sum of 
$3000.00 be allocated for this work of restoration, anc if it can be 
completed for less, taen the balance could be returned. The Sister 
Superior thinks that it would best suit the operation of the school if 
the work could start about July lst, when the children will be away, If 
a fair-sized crew were put to work I think it could be completed in one 
month.

Re- Kitehen Extension--St. Bruno Sehéol. 
Sir: 


As indicated in my letter of the 30th ultimo, I now enclose 
a Statement of Cost of extending the Kitchen at the above school, 
and photos of the Extension. 


The estimated cost of this extension was $1500.00, but 
as some of the work was done at less than the expected cost, we 
were able to include a canopy over the large new 3-oven range, 
and provide AA Battleship Lino for the concrete floor of the 
extension, and still keep within the estimate. The canopy is 
vented with a 16" pipe through the ceiling and roof, and will 
relieve the kitchen of much excess heat, and odours of cooking. 


One or two small bille had not been received when I 
made up the Statement of Cost, but with these added, the total 
cost will be approximately $1400.00. 


The main saving in construction costs was in the 
concrete cutting, for which I had allowed $198.00 in the Estimate. 
This wall is splayed, running from 9" on top where it meets 
the framing, to about 24" on the bottom. I rounded up all the 
drills on the place, got them sharpened and tempered, and was 
all set for a tough cutting job, but found the wall to be 
go full of large round stones with just enough cement to hold 
them together, that scarcely any actual cutting was necessary. 
We were able to 4eces with sledges, and as 
the big sto of the concrete came away 
at the same time. a of concrete work that I 
am accustomed to, yet because of its wide base 4t is quite 
equal to carrying the frame superstructure. 


ith the completion of the kitchen enlargement my 
duties at St. Bruno School were finished, and I have returned 
to Calgary. I much appreciate the employment that I have had, 


and trust it may be my privilege to serve the Department

As 
I have previously mentioned, most of our Indian 
schools do not provide sufficient interest for 
the children in organized play, and in talking 
this over with the various Principals, I think 
many of them are beginning to realize the real 
necessity of this.

I am doing this at every 
dnetitution I inspect, and most of them have prom 
ised to see that the girls do the milking during the 
summer, but it might be well for the Department to 


again write to the schools. 


The children all looked healthy and well- 


- dressed -

dressed and seemed to be getting sufficient food. 
The School have 46 head of cattle, of which 25 
are cows, and 10 were being milked at the time of 
my inspection and the milk is all given to the 
children in one form or another. They also have 
some pigs and chickens. 

The Staff at this institution consists 
of the Rev. Father Paul Serrand, as Principal; 15 
Sisters of Charity; 1 nightwatchman, 2 lay brothers 
and 2 hired men. I might bring to the attention of 
the Department that one of the Sisters is a Graduate 
Nurse. Father Serrand, the Principal, is & new man 
there: Some years ago he was Assistant Principal at 

turgeon Lake, St. Bruno's and St. Bernard's, and 

sinee then he has been stationed in White parishes, 
his last one being at Dawson Creek. I was very 
favourably impressed with the new Principal, and I 
consider that men of his type are a real asset in 
the work we are endeavouring to carry oute 

There is also a new Sister Supefior: Rev. 
Sister Peter of Rome was promoted to Mother Provin-

The Staff at this institution consists 
of the Rev. Father Paul Serrand, as Principal; 15 
Sisters of Charity; 1 nightwatchman, 2 lay brothers 
and 2 hired men. I might bring to the attention of 
the Department tt ] j rs is a Graduate 
Nurse. Father Serrand, the Principal, is a new man 
there: Some years ago he was Assistant Principal at 
Sturgeon Lake, St. Bruno's and St. Bernard's, and 
since then he has been stationed in White parishes, 
his last one being at Dawson Creek. I was very 
favourably impressed with the new Principal, and I 
consider that men of his type are a real asset in 
the work we are endeavouring to carry oute
